NATURE OF 

INCIDENT: On June 26, 2006, at about 1958 hours, Community Orientated Policing/Crime 
Impact Team Deputy Joseph Garrido was involved in a non-hit shooting in the intersection of 
Greenleaf and Long Beach Boulevards, in the city of Compton. 


Deputy Garrido and Sergeant Elizer Vera were working in the Compton Station area when they 
observed a dark gray Lexus IS300 with no license plates traveling south on Muriel Avenue 
directly in front of them. They attempted to initiate a traffic stop by activating their emergency 
lights, but the vehicle accelerated and continued south on Muriel Avenue toward Greenleaf 
Boulevard. As the vehicle turned west on Greenleaf Boulevard, Sergeant Vera, who was in the 
passenger seat of the radio car, saw the male Hispanic passenger lean out the front passengers’ 
window of the vehicle and fire two rounds from a handgun in their direction. At that time, they 
initiated a pursuit and broadcast they were in pursuit of an assault with a deadly weapon suspect. 


The suspect vehicle continued west on Greenleaf Boulevard at a high rate of speed and, when it 
reached Long Beach Boulevard, it spun out of control coming to a stop facing directly at the 
deputy’s vehicle. As the deputies came to a stop, the driver of the suspect vehicle accelerated 
and drove directly into the front of the radio car. The force of the impact caused the radio car’s 
air bags to deploy and the two vehicles to bounce back away from each other. 


At this point, both suspects raised their hands. Deputy Garrido said when he saw the passenger 
raise his hands, he saw him drop a handgun to his lap. Believing the suspects were surrendering, 
Deputy Garrido and Sergeant Vera began to exit their vehicle. Deputy Garrido was the first to 
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exit the radio car and took a position behind the Driver’s door. As he did so, the driver of the 
suspect vehicle quickly accelerated and again drove directly toward the radio car. Believing he 
was about to strike the patrol car a second time, Deputy Garrido fired two rounds from his 
Beretta 92F. The driver of the suspect vehicle then sharply turned and spun his vehicle and 
accelerated north on Long Beach Boulevard. Sergeant Vera, stunned from the air bag 
deployment, had not exited the vehicle. Deputy Garrido then re-entered his vehicle and attempted 
to pursue the suspects. However, the damage to the radio car caused by the collision prevented 
Deputy Garrido and Sergeant Vera from keeping up with the suspect vehicle. The suspects were 
last seen in the vicinity of Long Beach Boulevard and Josephine Avenue, in the city of Lynwood. 


Internal Affairs Bureau was notified at 2030 hours and Sergeants Larry Landreth and Jack 
Ramirez, along with Lieutenant Don Slawson, of the Internal Affairs Bureau responded to the 
command post on Long Beach Boulevard. Upon their arrival, personnel from Compton Station 
and the C.0.P.S. Team were searching for the suspect vehicle that fled the scene. Detective 
personnel from Compton Station were investigating the criminal portion of the incident. 


Deputy Garrido’s Department weapon was taken to the Firearms Section of the Scientific 
Services Bureau for inspection, refer to Exhibit J, for a copy of the Examiner's report. 


The following summary is based on verbal and written statements from the involved deputies, 
witnesses’ statements and statements from the suspects.

INVOLVED DEPUTY(S) STATEMENTS: 


Deputy Joseph Garrido, EE wes interviewed by Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeants Larry 
Landreth and Jack Ramirez on July 25, 2006, at 1635 hours. He was represented by Mr. Richard 
Shinee, of the law firm, of Green and Shinee. The interview was tape recorded and the following 
is a summary of the interview. 


Deputy Garrido gave basically the same account of the incident as Sergeant Vera. He said when 
they saw the dark grey Lexus traveling southbound on Muriel Avenue they discussed stopping it 
because the vehicle had no rear license plate and it did not appear to be a brand-new car. Garrido 
said when the suspects apparently fired at Sergeant Vera and him, Garrido was looking away to 
the east on Greenleaf, clearing the intersection before traveling onto Greenleaf. Garrido said Vera 
told him they had just been shot at. When he looked back in the direction of the suspect vehicle 
he saw a male Hispanic who had been leaning out of the passengers’ window, sitting back down 
in the seat. Deputy Garrido said he activated his emergency lights and siren and heard Sergeant 
Vera broadcast they were in pursuit of A.D.W. suspects. 


Deputy Garrido said he attempted to catch up to the suspect vehicle and watched as the Lexus hit 
the dip in the intersection of Greenleaf and Long Beach Boulevards, spin out of control. Garrido 
said he slowed his patrol car down anticipating the suspect would either crash or right his vehicle 
and flee north or south bound on Long Beach Boulevard. Instead the suspect vehicle ended up 
facing directly at Garrido’s vehicle. Garrido said he saw the driver make eye contact with him, 
braced himself by locking his arms at the elbows, and intentionally drove the suspect vehicle 
directly into the front end of Garrido’s car. Just prior to the impact, Deputy Garrido said he 
braced using his arms and the collision caused both air bags in his car to deploy. The driver’s air 
bag quickly deflated and Garrido exited his car, taking a position behind the “V” of the driver’s 
side door and body. He said he looked over at Sergeant Vera and saw he appeared to be dazed 
and/or injured, evidenced by his groaning and moaning. Garrido said he was aware of Vera’s 
recent surgeries and thought Vera did not look well. Deputy Garrido said he pointed his service 
weapon at the suspects and saw the passenger suspect drop a handgun into his lap and raise his 
hands. Garrido said, out of his peripheral vision he saw Sergeant Vera still inside of the car and 
not getting out. Garrido said both suspects raised their hands as ordered, but the driver suddenly 
drop his hands, placed the vehicle in gear, and quickly accelerated toward them. Deputy Garrido 
said he fired two rounds at the driver to deter or stop the second deadly assault against Vera and 
him. Deputy Garrido said he was not sure the exact distance between him and the suspect vehicle 
when he fired at the suspect driver. Garrido said when he fired the rounds, the suspect vehicle 
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turned slightly and either narrowly missed or glanced off of their patrol vehicle. The suspect 
vehicle turned northhound and fled. Garrido said they attempted to chase after the vehicle but 
could not keep up due to the damage sustained to their car. 


When asked why he chose to fire, Deputy Garrido said he believed the suspects were going to 
tam into their vehicle again to either incapacitate or injure them, and he was unable to move out 
of the way safely in sufficient time before the suspect vehicle would have struck his car. Garrido 
said he was also in fear that Sergeant Vera was injured and unable to protect himself inside of the 
car because the air bag had already deployed. Garrido said his back drop was a large building and 
a bus stop behind the suspect vehicle. Garrido said he did not see any people in line of fire.

SUSPECT STATEMENTS: 


The suspects fled the location and were not apprehended. At the time of the completion of the 
review the suspects had not been identified or apprehended. 


DEPARTMENT WITNESS STATEMENTS: 


Witness Sergeant Elizer Vera, + was interviewed by IAB Investigators Sergeant Larry 
Landreth and Jack Ramirez on June 27, 2006 at 0028 hours. The interview took place at 
Compton Station and was recorded. 


Witness Vera said on June 26, 2006, he and Deputy Joseph Garrido were riding together, in Garrido’s 
assigned petrol car. Deputy Garrido’s assigned pariner had taken the day off and Sergeant Vera 
partnered up with Garrido for the shift. Deputy Garrido was driving and Sergeant Vera was the 
passenger. 


Atabout 1958 hours, they were traveling southbound on Muriel Avenue, north of Greenleaf Boulevard, 
when he saw a dark grey 2003 to 2004 Lexus is300 sedan in front of them. The vehicle’s rear window 
was darkly tinted and it had no rear license plate. The vehicle displayed a paper plate with very smal] 
lettering. Believing the driver was in violation of California Vehicle Code section 5200, he and Deputy 
Garrido decided to stop the driver, investigate, and possibly issue a citation. Although Vera said they 
did not specifically discuss a plan for the vehicle stop, he has directly supervised Deputy Garrido for 
three years and was very comfortable with his tactics. 


Approximately five houses north of Greenleaf Boulevard, Deputy Garrido activated the overhead red 
light to stop the driver and the driver immediately sped away. The vehicle continued southbound and 
turned westbound onto Greenleaf Boulevard failing to stop for the posted stop sign. The suspect vehicle 
nearly missed another vehicle traveling eastbound on Greenleaf as it went into a skid around the corner. 
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Sergeant Vera said as they tumed onto Greenleaf, he saw two muzzle flashes and heard the gunshots 
coming from the front passenger’s side window of the Lexus. Vera said he saw the male Hispanic 
passenger leaning out of the window, holding a blue steel handgun, and firing two rounds at them. One 
of the bullets struck Vera’s patrol car in the windshield (Refer to Exhibit I, photograph of bullet 
strike on Vera’s/Garrido’s vehicle). 


JAB Note: A request was made to Crime Lab personnel to swab the 
apparent bullet strike and check for the presence of lead. At the time of the 
review there were no results of the requested Examination. 


Deputy Garrido activated his emergency rotating lights and siren and Sergeant Vera began to broadcast 
a vehicle pursuit of an assault with a deadly weapon suspects. 


Sergeant Vera said the suspects quickly accelerated to speeds in excess of 60 M.P.H. as they approached 
Long Beach Boulevard. The suspect vehicle drove into the intersection of Long Beach and Greenleaf 
Boulevards against the red traffic light and either struck or just missed another vehicle traveling 
southbound. The suspect vehicle spun out-of-control and the driver regained control of the vehicle, with 
the vehicle facing directly at Vera and Garrido’s approaching patrol car. Sergeant Vera said the driver 
of the suspect vehicle “floored” the accelerator and drove directly toward their vehicle. The suspect 
vehicle traveled from the west curb line of Greenleaf Boulevard, across both southbound lanes, and 
across the northbound #1 Iane of Long Beach Boulevard, striking the front end of Garrido and Vera’s 
vehicle. Sergeant Vera said he anticipated the collision and braced himself for the impact. The impact 
was strong enough to cause both vehicles to careen back in opposite directions several feet, and deploy 
the air bags in Garrido’s vehicle. Sergeant Vera said the impact of the air bag and smoke from the 
ballistic deployment caused him to become momentarily dazed. Sergeant Vera said he had recently 
returned to work from a surgical repair of his left knee and right shoulder and had jammed his knee into 
the floorboard when the suspects rammed into them. 


Sergeant Vera said he believed the suspect had intentionally rammed into the patroi car in an attempt 
to harm them or flee. Sergeant Vera said he attempted to exit from the car, but was slowed due to the 
pain he experienced in his left knee from the impact. He said he saw that Garrido was out of the car and 
ordering the suspects to raise their hands and surrender. Sergeant Vera said as he slowly started to pull 
himself up and out from the vehicle, he saw at least two suspects. The driver and passenger raised their 
hands and the driver again lowered his hands and suddenly “gunned” the vehicle’s accelerator and 
vehicle in their direction. Sergeant Vera said he was in the process of exiting the vehicle when he saw 
the suspect vehicle headed for them. He quickly jumped back inside of his vehicle, believing he would 
have some protection from the impact. Vera said he saw Deputy Garrido fire two rounds at the suspects 
from behind the open driver’s door and saw the suspect vehicle quickly veer Vera’s left. The suspect 
vehicle’s driver narrowly missed Vera’s vehicle and Vera said he quickly exited his car and drewdown 
on the suspects believing they were going fo shoot at Vera and Garrido again. The suspect vehicle 
accelerated away driving northbound on Long Beach Boulevard. 


Sergeant Vera said he was unable to get out of the car quick enough to avoid being possibly struck by 
the suspect vehicle a second time. He said his only option, given the circumstances was to retreat back 
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inside the vehicle and take a chance that the vehicle would protect him from the impending impact. 
Sergeant Vera said from his vantage, he did not believe Deputy Garrido had any opportunity to get out 
of the suspect vehicle’s path safely. Vera said he believed Deputy Garrido had no cover to advance 
toward to protect himself had he left the cover of the patrol car. 


Sergeant Vera said he and Garrido entered their patrol car and attempted to chase after the suspect 
vehicle, but their vehicle had sustained major damage to the front end and was inoperable. Sergeant 
Vera said he broadcasted over the radio they had been involved in a shooting and the description and 
last know direction of travel of the suspect vehicle. Vera said he saw two sheriffs’ units attempt to 
pursue the suspect vehicle northbound on Long Beach Boulevard, but they were unable to catch up due 
to excessive speeds by the fleeing suspects.

Deputy Robert Dean, Ed prepared a supplemental report related to his involvement in the 
incident. Deputy Dean wrote that he and his partner, Deputy Andrew Toone, ABBE were in the area 
of Compton Boulevard and Bullis Road when they heard Sergeant Vera’s broadcast of the vehicle 
pursuit and assault with a deadly weapon. Deputy Dean wrote they took up a position at Compton and 
Long Beach Boulevards. They saw the suspect vehicle traveling northbound on Long Beach Boulevard 
at speeds between ninety-five and one hundred miles per hour. As the passed by their location, Dean 
said he saw it had sustained major damage to the front end. They attempted to pursue the vehicle, but 
were unable to keep up safely and terminated the pursuit

Witness Deputy Timothy Millette, EEE wes interviewed on July 5, 2006 by IAB investigators 
Sergeant Larry Landreth and Jack Ramirez. The interview took place at the Weapons Training Center, 
in the Biscaluz Complex, and was recorded for review. 


Witness Millette is a Department Armorer assigned to the Weapons Training Bureau and as such is an 
expert on weapon’s nomenclature. Deputy Garrico’s Department weapon was brought to Deputy 
Millette for the purpose of an inspection of its working parts. 


Deputy Millette said he reviewed the Firearm Examiner’ s report prepared by Scientific Services Bureau 
regarding Deputy Garrido’s Department issued weapon. He observed both the S/A and D/A trigger Pull 
measurements were below the normal limits (Refer to Exhibit J, Firearm’s Examination Report). 
Millette said he inspected the weapon and found no modifications. He said in his opinion the cause of 
the lower trigger pulls were due to age and spring compression. Deputy Millette replaced the springs 
bringing the weapon’s trigger pull to a proper standard.

Synopsis 


The following is fragmentary and has not been completely verified. It is based, in 
part, on hearsay and is intended for early informational use rather than being a 
formal investigative report. 


Sergeants Larry Landreth and Jack Ramirez of Internal Affairs Bureau 
responded with me to the city of Compton to investigate an deputy-involved non- 
hit shooting. Investigators learned the following: 
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On June 26, 2006, At approximately 1958 hours, Deputy Joseph Garrido fired two 
rounds at two male Hispanic suspects, one who was armed with a handgun, and the 
other who had just rammed his patrol car with his vehicle, and was attempting to ram it 
a second time. 


Deputy Garrido and Sergeant Elizer Vera were working in the Compton Station area 
when they observed a dark gray Lexus IS300 with no license plates traveling south on 
Muriel Avenue directly in front of them. They attempted to initiate a traffic stop by 
activating their emergency lights, but the vehicle accelerated and continued south on 
Muriel Avenue toward Greenleaf Boulevard. As the vehicle turned west on Greenleaf 
Boulevard, Sergeant Vera, who was in the passenger seat of the radio car, saw the 
male Hispanic passenger lean out of the front passenger window of the vehicle and fire 
two rounds from a handgun in their direction. At that time, they initiated a pursuit and 
broadcast they were in pursuit of an assault with a deadly weapon suspect. 


The suspect vehicle continued west on Greenleaf Boulevard at a high rate of speed 
and, when it reached Long Beach Boulevard, it spun out of control coming to a stop 
facing directly at the deputies vehicle. As the deputies came to a stop, the driver of the 
suspect vehicle accelerated and drove directly into the front of the radio car. The force 
of the impact caused the radio car's air bags to deploy and the two vehicles to bounce 
back away from each other. 


At this point, both suspects raised their hands. Deputy Garrido said when he saw the 
passenger raise his hands, he saw him drop a handgun to his lap. Believing the 
suspects were surrendering, Deputy Garrido and Sergeant Vera began to exit their 
vehicle. Deputy Garrido was the first to exit the radio car and took a position behind the 
Driver's door. As he did so, the driver of the suspect vehicle quickly accelerated and 
again drove directly toward the radio car, Believing he was about to strike the patrol car 
a second time, Deputy Garrido fired two rounds from his Beretta 92F. The driver of the 
suspect vehicle then sharply turned and spun his vehicle and accelerated north on Long 
Beach Boulevard. Sergeant Vera, stunned from the air bag deployment, had not 

exited the vehicle. Deputy Garrido then re-entered his vehicle and attempted to pursue 
the suspects. However, the damage to the radio car caused by the collision prevented 
Deputy Garrido and Sergeant Vera from keeping up with the suspect vehicle. The 
suspects were last seen in the vicinity of Long Beach Boulevard and Josephine 
Avenue, in the city of Lynwood. 


The two rounds fired by Deputy Garrido struck a privately owned vehicle parked in a 
church parking lot on the northwest corner of Long Beach Boulevard and Greenleaf 
Boulevard. Risk Management Bureau's Civil Litigation Unit was provided the name of 
the owner of the vehicle and will follow-up. 


The rounds fired by the suspect were not located, but it appears as though one round 
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may have glanced off the windshield of the radio car. One 32 caliber shell casing was 
recovered from the area where the passenger suspect fired at the deputies. 


A check of local hospitals for gunshot victims proved fruitless.
